Advisory Action Before the Filing of an Appeal Brief

The applicant argues that Kunikane fails to teach a bi-directional transceiver device for separating optical signals at a first and second 
wavelengths fronn one another since the SOURCE of the two optical signals processed by the Kunikane are DIFFERENT and therefore 
does not use a single input source to direct at least two different optical signals at its module. In response to applicant's argument that 
the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., using a 
single input source to direct at least two different signals) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The claim recites that the device separates optical signals at first and second wavelengths from one 
another. No where does it say from a single source. Kunikane teaches separating signals at first (1.31) and second (1.55) wavelengths 
from one another by using the wavelength selective filter (26).
